Raven: 1 viewed the Body ( my Lord ) before and when it was opened; 
and it was reported to me that there was a Bruiſe in each fide of the Belly, 
of which therevpon I took a.ſtrifter view, and could'find no blackneſs nor 
blewneſs, nor marks of Bruiſes; upon which the Body was opened, and there 
iſſued thence clotted Bloud ; then I looked upon the Cawl, which was 
withered and conſumed, and the Heart was as looſe as a Rag, and his L 
ſtuck to each ſide of his Ribs z and as to the matter of the Bloud, that was 
not an extraordinary thing, for it is known to Phyficians, thatin all Natural 
Deaths there mult be extravaſated Bloud in the lower Belly. nz; 

L. H. $. How did you think there came to be that quantity of Bloud 
there ? 

River. This Bloud I think (my Lord) muſt be extravaſated by the vio- 
tence of his Gripes, for it is proved he drank a great quantity of Claret, and 
afterwards of Small Beer, which ſet the Bloud upon a Fermentation, that ſet 
him a Vomiting, by the violence thereby uſed to Nature this Bloud was thrown 
down into the Belly : but in all Natural Deaths, if there be not ſo great a 
conſumption of the Bloud that there is none left, there muſt be ſome extrava- 
ſated ; 1t is a clear caſe. 

L. H. St. My Lord of Pembroke, bath your Lordſhip any more Wit- 
neſſes ?

- Bat to take a'due method,  I'ſhall begin with a word or two of what My.: 

Artormey Gener#f was pleaſed ro hint, when he opened the Cauſe, that is, 
to ſhew what Murder 1s, and wherein we conceive the Evidence comes up 
to the Indiment. Murder in our Law is, when one man killsanother ypon 
malice fore-thought 3 now that malices' comprehended under two parzicu- 
lars : The one'is expreſt a former grudge, diſcontent, and hacred to. a man, 
to lye-in Wie to flay him : The other is malice/ imply'd, and: that is. when a 
perſon will come and fall upon another, and kill him with vivlence; without 
any provocation; "and that I take to be the Ciſe-now before your Grace, and 
theſe Noble Lords 3 whether this Noble Lord, the Priſoner at the Bar, be 
guilty of Murder, under the head of mahce'imply'd, having killed a man, 
without any provocation given ; for if it ſhould be made appear, as humbly 
conceive it hath, with ſubmiſſion, that Mr. Cony did receive his Wound, 
whereby his death came from the Earl of Pembroke , it is with our Law 

That my Lord of Tembroke did invite him into his company, is fworn by 
four Witneffesz for when they came into the Houſe, they did not ſomuch as

Theſe four Witneſles ſwear what I have truely repeated, for I would be 
very unwilling in a Cauſe of Bloud, ' to miſrepeat the Evidence, either to the 
prejudice of a juſt Cauſe for the dead,' or 'to prefs for unjuſt vengeance 'upon 
the living, it being my duty only to-recolle& what is. fworn, and leave it all 
to your Lordſhips Judgement. 

3dly. We have that whichis Evidence in Law, | upon the view of the Body 
after his death. [It was viewed legally-by a Jury of indifferent perſons, fum- 
toned by the Coroner ; three of them being produced do ſwear, that there 
were a-great many viſible Bruiſes'apon- the Body; and Swellings all about : 
And for the diſcolouring of the parts bruiſed, Roberts ſwears, the patch was 
about the breadth of his hand”: Brown likewiſe ſwears, that he was black 
and blue up and down the Body in'broad patches: Theſe are Jury-men, dif- 
intereſted perſons. It is true, Mr.' Coxy's Brother, the laſt Witneſs for the 
King ſaith, He knew-nothing of the Buſineſs, for his Brother would never 
acknowledge any thing ro him ; but ſomething that he. ſpeaks is very material, 
That Dr. Conqueſt, my Lord's Witneſs, :coming out 6f the Chamber one day, 
Ketned angry; and to have taken ſome diſtaſte, as if he were negleted, and 
uſed -an expreſſion, which your Lordſhip may remember, upon: Mr. ( ony's 
asking him what ailed his Brother, he could not-tell he ſaid, it might be 
A Pembroke-Kick:. And this is the ſum of the Evidencefor the King. 

For the Evidence on- the! other fide, I think the ſabſtance of it 1s only, 
That this Gentleman was uſed to bave fainting Fits, and thoſe occafioned, 
asthey think, by his hard-Drinking, and that might bring his death. upon 
him z bur they offer no Counterproof to the Fact. 

But the (Yveſtion 1s now, Whether or. no this man came to his death by 
other means ; for it 1s no Argument to ſay, becauſe a man is ſick, it islawtal 
to kill him 3 but we are to enquire, whether he came'to his death by thoſe 
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
